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In  accordance  \jith  an  agreement  entered  into  uith  tlio  county  council  and 
the  other  district  councils  of  the  county  under  Section  111  of  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1933;  tho  post  of  assistant  county  medical  officer  and  medical 
officer  of  health  to  the  nine  district  councils  cojae  into  being  on  October  Ist 
last.  As  a consequence,  Dr.  Evan  Evans  and  Dr.  Ernest  LI.  Davies  the  Medical 
Officers  to  the  Lampeter  and  Aberayron  divisions  respectively  ceased  to  hold 
office.  Both  officers  had  served  the  Council  faitlifully  for  approximately 
tvTcnty  five  years.  When  I assuraed  office,  the  tuo  doctors  gave  me  every 
assistance  vrithin  their  power  with  the  result  that  I rapidly  obtained  a broad 
outline  of  the  state  of  the  public  healtli  in  the  area. 

The  iiiid“yoaa‘  estimate  of  population  by  the  Registrar  General  shows  an 
increase  of  230  over  tho  previous  year,  Tho  number  of  deaths  registered 
was  155  of  whom  S3  were  females,  Tho  number  of  registered  live  births  was 
138  i.o,  17  fevjor  than  the  number  of  deaths.  An  excess  of  deaths  over  births 
is  not  uncommon  in  Cardiganshire  vrhere  tho  population  is  heavily  'i-raighted  by 
the  older  age  groups.  Heart  disease  accounted  for  45  deaths  and  v/as  tho 
principal  single  cxiuse.  Of  the  deaths  from  heart  disease,  27  Mere  females 
whereas  only  18  wore  males.  Vascular  lesions  of  tlic  nervous  system  (cerebral 
haemorrhage  etc.)  and  cancer  in  its  various  forms  each  claimed  23  victims. 
Nineteen  persons  succumbed  to  broncliitis,  influonsa  or  pnovunonia.  There  \rciro 
four  deaths  from  tuberculosis  and  one  from  vjhooping  cough.  Eight  persons 
died  as  a result  of  violence.  Ton  infants  under  twelve  months  died  and  five 
infants  wore  stillborn.  No  mother  died  as  a result  of  childbirth. 
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Fifty  tliTGO  casGD  of  infoctious  diGoaso  otlicr  than  tuberculosis  v/oro 
notified  during  the  year.  Forty  six  of  those  i/ere  notified  diuring  the  last 
quarter  and  related  to  measles.  It  is  doubtful  whether  this  number  is  a true 
reflection  of  the  incidence  of  measles  during  the  winter  of  last  yoar,  for 
man"'  children  who  suffered  from  the  disease  in  mild  form  were  Icept  in  bed  by 
their  parents  and  vjerc  not  visited  by  their  doctor.  As  a couvsequonce , many 
cases  were  not  notified.  Six  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  one  case  each  of 
pneumonia  and  tubcrculosiG  ircro  notified.

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General  Provisions  of  Health  Services  in  the  a , 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  area.  Expectant  mothers 
receive  advice  from  their  om  medical  practitioners. 

(b)  Infant  welfare  clinics  are  held  fortnightly  at  Aberaeron^  Lampeter  and 
New  Quay, 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midX'Tifery  service  is  caTried  out  by  the  district  nurse 
who  is  also  a state  registered  nurse, 

(d)  The  Health  Visitors  who  cover  the  area  are  stationed  at  Cross  Iniip  Lampeter, 
Llandyssul  and  New  Quay. 

(e)  The  area  is  covered  by  district  nurses  stationed  at  Aberaeron,  Cross  Inn, 
Lampeter  (2),  Llanorth,  Llandyssilio,  Iilanwenog,  Mid-Aoron  (Felinfach),  and 
New  Quay, 

(f)  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  personas  own  medical  attendant  but 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the  former  and 
partly  by  medical  officers  of  the  local  health  authority. 

(g)  No  ar.ibulance  is  stationed  in  the  area  of  the  local  authority.  The  Rural 
District  is  served  by  ambulances  stationed  at  Lampeter  and  Now  Quay, 

(h)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  in  periodic  talks  and 
advice  given  by  the  staff  of  the  local  health  authority. 

Care  and  after  care  is  in  the  hands  of  the  health  visitor  and  tho  district 
nurse.  Tuberculosis  cases  are  also  followed  up  by  tho  Chest  Physician’s 
health  visitor.

The  Rural  District  is  supplied  ty  a nultlt-ude  of  small  schemes  which  draw 
their  water  either  from  springs  or  wells Bono  of  these  supplies  have  been 
found  to  horboiu*  the  germ  B_acill^us  celi  of  faecal  I'ynjo  in  varying  numbors.  The 
presence  of  these  organisms  indicates  that  bnmon  or  animal  excreta  or  both  are 
gaining  access  to  the  water  supply.  The  first  condition  is  grave  for,  under 

such  circumstances,  ter- borne  diseases  such  as. typhoid  or  dysentery  may  break 
out.  The  Council . should,  therefore,  take  steps  by  means  of  clilorination  or 
otherwise  to  render  these  supplies  wholesome.  The  ideal  solution  to  the 
problem  would  be  the  establishment  of  a major  scheme  such  as  that  envisaged  at 
the  Teifi  Lakes  where  the  water  would  be  filtered  and  chlorinated  and  subjected 
to  rigorous  supervision.

In  tho  autem  an  application  nas  nado  to  the  Council  for  authority  to 
appl^^  for  Orders  under  Section  47  of  tho  National  Assistanco  Act,  1948,  as 
amended  by  the  National  Assistanco  (Amendment)  Act,  1951.  The  Council  did 


not  see  fio  to  grant  no  this  authorit;^  but  agreed  that,  if  tho  circumstancos 
arose,  an  emergency  committee  consisting  of  the  Chairman,  tlio  Local  ilonbor, 
the  Clerk,  the  Sanitar*y  Inspector  and.  n3’‘self  bo  sumnon-od  to  deal  with  tlio 
case . 


At  tho  same  meeting  I had  occo.sion  to  certify  to  the  Council  that  a 
Miss  X should^  in  my  opinion,  be  removed  to  an  institution  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  Act  of  1948.  Tho  original  complainants 
had  been  the  NatioiirA  Assistanco  Board  and  the  lady’s  own  doctor.  I visited 
Miss  X in  company  with  the  district  nurse.  She  was  stated  to  be  77  years  of 
age  and  one  of  her  legs  vras  in  irons  folloxring  an  old  attack  of  polionyolitis 
and  one  of  her  arms  had  been  paralysed  since  bjnth.  She  v/a.s  incontinent  of 
faeces  and  had  not  bcon  in  tlio  habit  of  washing  herself  for  a number  of  years 
with  tho  result  that  dirt  had  become  ingrained  in  her  skin.  Although  she 
was  receiving  tho  assistanco  of  Home  Helps,  those  loft  at  tea-time  and  at 
mid-day  on  Saturday,  She  was  thus  loft  for  considerable  periods  on  her  om. 
After  considering  tho  case,  the  Council  docided  not  to  apply  for  her  removal 
to  on  institution. 

Less  than  a fortnight  later  Miss  X fell  and  sustained  hoad  injuries. 

Tho  local  doctor  ordorod  her  removal  by  ambulance  to  tho  Aberystwyth  Genoral 
Hospital.  Tho  wounds  v/cro  stitchod  and,  as  an  X-ray  examination  of  the  skull 
was  negative,  the  hospital  authorities  did  not  think  sho  required  to  be 
detained.  In  view  of  tho  fact  that  if  sho  returned  homo  thoro  would  be  no 
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ono  to  cr.ro  for  hor,  tho  locr.l  doctor  ond  nysolf  felt  that,  having  sustained  a 
hoad  injur/,  it  was  nioro  inpoi’ativo  than  evor  that  she  should  recoivo  proper 
caro  and  a,ttontion.  The  onorgonc/  coniiaittoo  of  tho  Council  was  surmionod  and  it 
was  arranged  with  tho  hospital  that  Miss  X bo  detained  in  their  casualty 
dopartnent  ponding  the  decision  of  the  connittoo.  After  hcciring  the  evidence 
of  the  local  doctor  and  nyself , the  comittoc  agreed  tc  allow  ne . to  apply  for  an 
Order  for  Miss  X's  retention  in  Bronglais  Velfare  Hone, 

Discussion  at  a subsequent  Council  nooting  resulted  in  a decision  to 


authorise  no  to  apply  for  Orders  under  tho  above  cnactnents  in  cases  of  urgency 
only. 

After  reflecting  upon  this  case,  I cannot  help  feeling  that,  however  good 
a Vic  If  are  Hone  ‘nay  be  s.nd  whatever  inprovonents  nay  be  ce.rriod  out,  so  long  as 
it  is  housed  in  the  old  poor  law  institutions  jthe  underlying  stigna  of  tho 
workliouso  will,  with  difficulty,  efface  itself  fron  the  nonorory  of  the  present 
generation.  Tho  establishoicnt  of  now  hones,  such  s.s  Falcondale,  which  have, 
so  to  speak,  no  past  soons  the  only  offectivo  neans  of  combating  this  deeply- 
ingrained  pro  j udi  cc . 

Housing 

Eight  now  houses  i-roro  conplotod  by  tho  Council  during  the  year  and 
fifty-six  dwellings  wore  under  construction  on  Docomber  31st,  1951« 

Tho  nu-nber  of  applications  on  tho  waiting  list  for  houses  is,  at  present, 
one  hundred  and  twenty  two. 

Tho  Council  had,  at  tho  end  of  tlie  year,  sitos  ready  for  the  erection 
of  another  forty- si::  houses  ajid  sis:  old  people’s  bungalows. 

The  section  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949^  V7hich  provides  for  tho  poynont  of 
inprovomont  grants  for  houses  is  administorod  by  tho  County  Council. 
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UnfcxTlainatroly , hov.'ovorj  "bho  conditions  laid  doi-m  by  tho  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  GovGrnr.iont  arc  so  rigid  tho.t  very  fovj  applicants  can  qualify  for  the 
rocoipt  of  grants.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  thoroforo,  that  sone  relaxation  of  these 
conditions  will  shortly  bo  granted. 


Fa ctor ip  s Acts , 1937  _and  19JS, 

As  wide  differences  or.ist  in  the  lists  kept  respectively  by  the  local 
authority  and  H,  M.  Inspectors  of  Factories  of  tho  nunbors  of  factories  in  which 
sections  1,  2,  3^  4 6 of  the  Factories  Act,  1937  sn^e  enforced  by  local 

autiioritios,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Cou.ncil  will  arrange,  as  soon  as 
practicablo,  for  its  lists,  to  be  compared  with  those  kept  by  H,  M.  Inspector 
of  Factories,  A request  to  this  effect  wa,s  recent.ly  received  from  the  Minister 
of  Labour  and  National  Service  who  now  adsainisters  the  Factories  Acts. 

No  action  taken  under  the  above  enactments  during  the  3''oar, 


Tho  Council  in  its  capacity  as  sanitary  authority  aclainistors  those 
provisions  of  the  Shops  Act  which  relate  to  ventilation,  temperature  and  to 
sanitary  conveniences.  The  County  Council  lia.s  not  delegated  the  other  public 
health  functions,  for  example  those  relating  to  lighting  and  the  facilities  for 
washing  and  parteliing  of  meals  to  the  Aborayron  Rural  District  Council.  The 
county  council  acuviinistors  riiesc  latter  public  health  functions  tlirough  the 
agency  of  tho  police. 
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Although  nuch  still  ronains  to  bo  done  in  tho  sphere  of  onvironrAental 
health,  tho  vital  statistics,  as  a whole,  conpore  quite  favourably  vrith  those 
of  sinilar  areas  in  Cardiganshire.

Thirty  throo  villages  cjto  su^oplicd  with  water  from  the  Council's  Water  Mains 
and  cloven  vills-ges  are  dopendont  on  Wells  and  Springs*  During  the  year  the 
village  of  Crib^ni  was  provided  with  a piped  supply  of  water  and'tho  Council’p 
Mains’  Supply  was  oxtended  to  two  groups  of  houses* 


One  hundsTod  and  six  applications  for  connecting  premises  to  the  Council’s 
Viator  Mains  were  gre/nted, 

2 • Drainage  and  Sewerage 


There  are  no  public  sewers  in  the  district.  This  service  is  baddy  needed 
GspGciaJdy  in  the  more  congested  villages  such  as  Llanorth,  Llanon  and  Aberarth 
and  Cross  Inn  (Llandyssul)  and  although  the  Council  has  resolved  to  provide  those 
villages  with  Sewerage  Schemes,  their  commencement  have  had  to  be  postponed  due 
to  the  Country’s  present  economic  problems*  During  1951  conversions  from  pail 
closets  to  water  closets  totalled  twenty  one,  disposal  inoach  case  being 
effected  by  means  of  small  disposal  tanks. 


3 • Refuse  Collection  and  .gispopal 

The  Council  undertakes  the  collection  of  refuse  in  the  whole  of  the  district. 
Disposal  tips,  of  ;7hich  there  arc  four,  are  suitably  situated  in  isolated  places,
